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Killer in 
an appeal 
against 
sentence 

A TEENAGER who was 
convicted of killing a father- 
of-one earlier this year has 
lodged an appeal against his 
sentence. 

Richard Adam Reece, 19, 
formerly of Lord Street, 
Oswestry, was jailed for 12 
years last month after being 
found guilty of the 
manslaughter of 21-year-old 
Danny Jones, from Chirk. 

But Reece’s solicitors 
have now lodged an appeal 
over the length of his sen¬ 
tence with the Court of 
Appeal in London. 

Although no date has 
been set for the hearing, it is 
expected to take place in the 
new year. 

Mr Jones died after Reece 
stabbed him with a replica 
Lord of the Rings sword dur¬ 
ing a fight in a car park off 
Oak Street, Oswestry, in 
April. 

Reece was convicted of 
manslaughter following a 
two-and-a-half week trial at 
Birmingham Crown Court 
in October and November. 

He had faced a charge of 
murder, but the jury acquit¬ 
ted him of that. 

Judge Melbourne Inman 
QC sentenced him to 12 
years in prison, telling him 
he would have to serve six 
years before being consid¬ 
ered for release on licence. 

The sentencing took place 
on November 6 and Reece 
had until December 4 to 
lodge any appeal.

VII1AGERS VOW TO 
FIGHT LAND SALE 


ANGRY villagers are planning to fight the sale of land used 
as a playing field by registering it as a village green. 

Residents from Morda turned out in force to the Oswestry Rural Parish Coun¬ 
cil meeting on Tuesday night to demand the return of the field, by Glentworth 
Avenue, which Shropshire Council auctioned off to a mystery buyer on Monday 
for £33,000. 

And in defiance of Shropshire Council, parish councillors voted unanimously to try 
to register the land as a village green, preventing any future building on it. 

But with the land already sold at auction, the parish council only has a short “grace 
period” to stop potential developers moving in. Local resident Donald Dawson said:

Boy, 3, dies 
after falling 
into a pond 

A THREE-year-old boy who died after being 
found in a neighbour’s garden pond in 
Froncysyllte has been named locally as Har¬ 
vey-Lee Williams. 

It is thought the youngster wandered 
away from his mum while she was packing 
boxes into a car to move house. 

Police were alerted that Harvey-Lee was 
missing shortly before noon on Monday. 

When officers arrived at the family home 
in Pleasant View, Froncysyllte, near Llan¬ 
gollen, they discovered the boy in a nearby 
pond. He was taken to Wrexham Maelor 
hospital but later died. 

Neighbour Geoff Jones, 65, said: “I saw 
him just an hour or two before he was 
reported missing and he was as playful as 
ever with family dog in the garden. 

“It really chokes you up, the loss of a 
young child is appalling.” 

According to reports, the boy’s mum Amy 
Dipper was moving house with her partner 
at the time when Harvey-Lee wandered off. 

A spokesman for North Wales Police said: 
“This is a tragic incident about a young boy 
who has died and we are working with the 
family to support them. Officers continue to 
investigate the circumstances surrounding 
his sad passing.” 

A post mortem examination was carried 
out at Alder Hay Children’s Hospital in Liv¬ 
erpool yesterday (Wednesday). 


“£30,000 will only pay one county coun¬ 
cillor’s allowance for a year whilst an open 
space for children to play safely in relative 
proximity to their home will give a life¬ 
time of benefit.

The field, used by children as a playing 
area and football pitch for more than 30 
years, was sold off at a London auction for 
£33,000 by property consultants Lambert 
Smith Hampton on behalf of Shropshire 
Council. 

Disgust 

John Abram, Glentworth Avenue resi¬ 
dent and former High Sheriff of Shropshire, 
described the move as “an ill-conceived and 
mismanaged land grab of a much used pub¬ 
lic open space. 

“It’s in the middle of a housing estate 
down Morda Road. It has been a public open 
space for more than 30 years. But Shrop¬ 
shire Council in their desperation to sell off 
all the best silver has sold it,” he said. 

Parish council chairman Phil May said he 
will let Shropshire Council know the parish¬ 
ioners’ “disgust” at the way the process has 
been handled. 

Councillor Paul Milner said: “They’re 
scraping the bottom of the barrel to find 
pennies. It’s there for a reason and it’s there 
to be fought for. We should do everything we 
can to stop it going through.” 

To class the field by Glentworth Avenue 
as a village green, the parish council needs 
evidence of the land being used without per¬ 
mission for at least 20 years. Those with old

Leader names new cabinet 
after a week of turbulence 



Terminally ill 
man caught 
with heroin 


A MAN with terminal cancer was found in 
possession of £750 worth of heroin following 
a police drugs raid. 

Alistair Wyndham Jeffries, 33, was told by 
doctors he had only 11 months to live after 
being diagnosed with brain cancer. 

When police carried out a search warrant 
at his home they found heroin and cannabis, 
and drug paraphernalia. 

Jeffries, of Llwyn y Rhedyn, Llanfyllin, 
admitted possessing 7.54g of diamorphine, 
a Class A drug otherwise known as heroin, 
and 2.26g of cannabis, a Class B drug, on 
September 7 when he appeared at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday. 

After hearing that Jeffries has the termi¬ 
nal illness, magistrates fined him £50 on 
each charge and also ordered him to pay £85 
costs and a £20 victim surcharge. 

Mr Owain Jones, for Jeffries, told the 
bench that because of his illness, a condi¬ 
tional discharge or financial penalty were 
the only options possible. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prosecuting, said police 
searched the defendant’s home on Septem¬ 
ber 7. She said: “The defendant and his 
partner were in bed and the officers found 
foil, with a burned brown substance and 
plastic bags, along with a heroin and a pipe, 
scales and cannabis. The heroin had a street 
value of £750 and the cannabis £10. 

Mr Jones said: “My client has terminal 
cancer of the brain. He was diagnosed and 
was given 11 months to live.”

THE leader of Powys County Council has 
named his new cabinet following a week of 
turbulence at County Hall. 

Councillor David Jones sacked three cabinet mem¬ 
bers last week and joined the Powys Independent 
Alliance as the council prepares to plug a £40 million 
financial black hole over the coming three years. 

Councillor Jones, who has been the leader since May 
2012, has now revealed the make-up of the new cabinet, 
which he says has the ability to guide the council through 
the “serious decisions” it is facing. 

He said: “I am delighted to confirm the 
membership of the new cabinet, which I am 
confident has the ability and determination 
to tackle the very serious financial situation 
the council faces.” 

Councillor Jones remains the leader, with 
Powys Independent Alliance leader Tony 
Thomas as his deputy. 

The new cabinet members and their 
areas of responsibility are: David Jones, 
leader; Tony Thomas, deputy leader, finance 
& value; Dawn Bailey, care; Stephen Hayes, 
commissioning & procurement; Geraint 
Hopkins, environment; Wynne Jones, learn¬ 
ing; David Price, regeneration; Gareth Rat- 
cliffe, corporate delivery; Kath 
Roberts-Jones, property, housing and wel¬ 
fare; and Avril York, leisure and culture. 

The cabinet contains five members based 
in Montgomeryshire and five from Brec¬ 
knockshire, but none from Radnorshire. 

Last week councillors Myfanwy Alexan¬ 
der, Graham Brown and Garry Banks were 
sacked. 

Councillor Jones said the sackings were 
to allow the council to work through the 
financial restraints it was facing. 

He said: “Powys is facing unprecedented 
financial challenges with a projected £40 
million shortfall over the next three finan¬ 
cial years and the council needs greater sta¬ 
bility than ever before to deliver the 
transformational changes demanded. 

“We have to set aside any differences and 
work for the benefit of our communities. By 
co-operating with each other we can create 
a legacy that we can be proud of and not just 
oversee a series of cuts that hit our commu¬ 
nities. 

“We will be judged by the services we 
leave not those we take away, there will be 
difficult decisions but we have to face them. 

“My decision to change the cabinet was 
not taken lightly. My colleagues have 
worked tirelessly for the council and I am 
grateful for their contributions.”

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War memorial plaques 
at park to be replaced 


STRIKING marble memorial plaques on park 
gates in Oswestry are set to be replaced 
ahead of events to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the beginning of World War 
One. 


The plaques, which are fixed either side of the main gates 


at Cae Glas Park in 
Oswestry, have become 
stained over the years, and 
despite attempts to clean 
them the town council has 
now decided to replace 
them. 

Work on the plaques will 
cost just under £22,500 and 
is expected to be completed 
by July. 

Members of Oswestry 
Town Council agreed to go 
ahead with the work at a 
special meeting on Monday. 

The first plaque was 
installed at the site more 
than 90 years ago and both 
list the names of hundreds 
of people from the area who 
died in two world wars. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, said: “There is some 
opinion that the staining is 
coming from the back to the 
front and is being caused by 
water that’s getting into the 
memorial from the top and 
is affecting the fastenings by 
which the marble plaques 
are being held in place, 
which is why repeated clean¬ 
ings have not dealt with the 
problem. 

“We have looked at the

memorial on a significant 
number of occasions and 
we’ve probably been to just 
about every supplier of a 
solution that we could possi¬ 
bly find. I think on this occa¬ 
sion we really need to do a 
thorough job and hopefully 
do it once and not to repeat 
it every so often with 
another attempt. 

“I admit that it is a bit 
drastic in replacing the 
plaques, but we have done 
little cleaning jobs often and 
they’ve probably cost us 
more than we would have 
liked to have spent and 
haven’t done the job.” 

The original memorial 
was paid for by public sub¬ 
scription and was commem¬ 
orated on December 31 
1921. Matching plaques 
were added shortly after the 
end of World War Two. 

Both memorials are Ital¬ 
ian marble, the replace¬ 
ments will be the same. 

Work will be carried out 
by the War Memorial 
Restoration Company.

Motorists target of 
drink-drive initiative

A “LIVING wall” of evergreen plants 
and snowdrops - the first of its kind in 
Shropshire - has been installed outside 
an Oswestry supermarket.

Road, has transformed its building into 
a haven for bees and butterflies. 

Dylan Bellamy, foods manager at the 
store, said: “It helps insulate the store. 
It also creates an environment for the 
birds. It’s evergreen, but in the sum¬ 
mer you’ll see flowers coming through. 


It looks absolutely fantastic. We har¬ 
vest rainwater to irrigate the living 
wall. We’ve got a tank that collects the 
rainwater and the pump then pumps it 
through the system.” 

Neil Tuxford, project manager at 
Emerson Climate Technology, which 
built the wall, said: “It’s bee-friendly. 
There’s a weave that goes through it.” 

The wall completes a two-stage pro¬ 
gramme to reduce the energy use at 
the shop.

Work starts to restore 


historic church organ 


PAM KINGSLEY reports 
on the start of work to 


restore the historic 
organ in St Oswald's 
Church in Oswestry 


ITS sounds have filled an 
Oswestry church for gener¬ 
ations. 

But time takes its toll, and after 
138 years the organ of St Oswald’s 
Church in Oswestry was beginning 
to show its age. 

It had burst leathers, failing blow¬ 
ers and entire sections of pipes that 
were no longer working. 

Indeed, organist Veronic Donkin 
found herself wondering what might 
go wrong each time she played it. 

But this week, after a six-year, 
£120,000 fundraising campaign, 
work began to dismantle the instru¬ 
ment so that it can be refurbished. 

And with thousands of individual 
parts to remove, clean, and put back 
in place, Mrs Donkin said the work 
is expected to take about four 
months to complete. 

“We’re hoping that it will be back 
in time for Easter as Easter is late 
next year,” she said. 

“We haven’t got the money for 
every part to be done, but we’re get¬ 
ting the heart done and that should 
mean that it can give us another 100 
years of service.” 

A fundraising campaign was 
launched in 2007 and now enough 
has been brought in to cover the cost 
of the major repairs, which should 
greatly improve the sound and per¬ 
formance of the instrument. 

Mrs Donkin said it would take a 
further £30,000 to carry out repairs 


on everything that needed work. The 
organ was built in 1875 before being 
enlarged in 1911 as it wasn’t large 
enough for its sound to fill the church. 
It was restored in 1954 and was 
cleaned in 1984. 

But nearly 30 years later the organ 
is once again in need of attention. 

“The pipes are very very dirty so the 
organ should sound a lot brighter and 
recover some of its original sound once 
they’ve been cleaned,” Mrs Donkin 
said. 

The organ will now be taken to 
Nicholson’s, a specialist organ builder 
and repairer in Malvern. 

The company has previously 
repaired and renovated organs for 
Llandaff Cathedral, Hereford Cathe¬ 
dral, St Peter’s College in Oxford and 
Sofia Church in Stockholm. 

A spokesman for Nicholson said: 
“We begin by researching the history of 
an instrument - a story revealed by 
both extant documentation and by

what the inside of the organ shows us. 
Depending on the state of the compo¬ 
nents, the rebuilding of an organ is 
often extensive.” 

While the repairs are being carried 
out, Nicholson’s is lending the church 
a manual organ. 

Mrs Donkin said: “Inside the organ 
there are a variety of different sounds 
produced by pipes of different shapes, 
sizes and materials. 

“Each of these pipes is under the 
control of a white knob on the console 
called a stop. 

“For each stop there is a pneumatic 
motor which pulls a slider into posi¬ 
tion. There are in the region of 1,000 of 
these motors inside the organ. 

“More and more frequently now the 
sheepskin or leather of the tiny bellows 
on these motors decay or burst, and 
when this happens there is no sound 
from the affected pipe or pipes. 

“This made a mammoth task for 
Brian Jones, our organ tuner, who 


replaces between eight to 10 leathers 
at each tuning visit. 

“It is no exaggeration to say that 
without Brian’s constant and loving 
attention over the years the fine Hill 
organ at St Oswald’s would now be 
unplayable. 

“Grateful as we are to Brian for the 
care which he gives, we cannot, and 
indeed should not, rely on such chari¬ 
table endeavours. 

“The organ now needs a thorough 
overhaul and rebuild to maintain it 
through the 21st century.” 

Choir director Mike Donkin said: “It 
is thanks to the huge expertise of our 
organists that they managed to cope 
with the problems of leathers bursting 
and blowers failing without the major¬ 
ity of people knowing that anything 
was wrong. Failures were more and 
more frequent, and without a full 
restoration we would inevitably have 
ended up with an unworkable instru¬ 
ment.” 


IT’S not often we can report 
that common sense has pre¬ 
vailed but news that Mont¬ 
gomery Fire Station will stay 
open is a real victory. 

The station was earmarked 
for closure by Mid & West Wales 
Fire and Rescue Service Author¬ 
ity as part of a cost cutting exer¬ 
cise. 

But welcome news broke this 
week that the authority had per¬ 
formed a welcome u-turn with 
the station at Knighton also sur¬ 
viving threatened closure. 

The retained firefighters at 
Montgomery cover a huge area 
and the thought that already 
stretched stations from New¬ 
town and Welshpool would be 
asked to provide the extra cover 
never really made sense. 

But what worries me is that 
now that the idea has been 
floated once there is no reason 
why in the future another suited 
bean counter may not come up 
with the same suggestion. 

The people of Montgomery 
and the surrounding villages 
can’t afford to rest on their lau¬ 
rels on this one. 

Montgomery Fire Service pro¬ 
vides a vital service. Its retained 
staff are dedicated and commit¬ 
ted to saving and protecting life 
and property and we must never 
allow this service to disappear. 

□ □□□ 

AND while we’re on the sub¬ 
ject of campaigns the people of 
Morda are looking for help in 
their fight to retain a field which 
has been used as a playground 
by local youngsters for over 30 
years. 

Shropshire Council sold the 
plot of land alongside Glent- 
worth Avenue by auction to a 
mystery buyer and now 
Oswestry Rural Parish Council 
are fighting to retain the land as 
a village green. 

But they don’t have long with 
only a small window of opportu¬ 
nity left to apply for village 
green status. 

The parish council needs evi¬ 
dence of the land being used 
without permission for at least 
20 years. Those with old pic¬ 
tures of the field being used are 
asked to send them to parish 
council clerk Val Smout at 
valsmout@tiscali.co.uk 

It would be a travesty if yet 
another area of open space is 
lost.

You and your mother should make a Declaration of Trust, sometimes referred to a Trust Deed or Agreement, setting out the extent of your interest in the property. 
This document is used to state the purpose of the Trust, who has created it and the names of the Trustees. It should include details of how the benefits of the Trust 
should be distributed and names of the beneficiaries. It should also name a replacement Trustee, should one become necessary, and state the level of authority the 
Trustee(s) will have.

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War memorial project 

wins £50,000 funding

A PROJECT to revive and list all 
war memorials across Mid Wales 
will be launched after Powys 
County Council was given a 
£50,000 grant. 

The council’s built heritage team has 
been awarded a £51,000 development 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) for the Powys War Memorials 
Project 2014-18: A Mark of Respect. 

The project will see all war memorials in 
Powys identified and recorded and put into 
a programme of repairs and improvements 
to ensure the county’s memorial heritage is 
conserved for the future. 

The war memorials in Welshpool and 
Llanfyllin are included in the scheme. 

Conservation kits will be provided to com¬ 
munities, schools and local groups across the 
county to help them protect their local 
memorials. 

The project will start next year and con¬ 
tinue until November 2018, to coincide with 
the end of World War One centenary. 

Alongside the HLF grant, the team has 
also managed to gain additional funding 
from Cadw, the Welsh Government’s his¬ 
toric environment service, and from the Bre¬ 
con Beacons National Park Authority . 

Councillor Rosemarie Harris, cabinet 
member responsible for built heritage, said: 
“War memorials are a unique aspect of our 
built heritage. They stand as a moving 
reminder of the sacrifices made by the peo¬ 
ple in Powys during the Great War and 
those who have given their lives since. 

“I am delighted that the Heritage Lottery 
Fund has provided a grant for this impor¬ 
tant project. 

“It will allow local communities, espe¬ 
cially young people, to gain a deeper under¬ 
standing about the ‘war to end all wars’ and 
help preserve their local heritage.”

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Library hub may get new 
pods to improve privacy 


A COMMUNITY hub at Oswestry Library is set 
to be remodelled to improve privacy for 
users. 

The Hub opened a year ago in the foyer of the library and 
was designed as somewhere people could go to “self service” 
their issues by making phone calls or using the internet, 


but where they would also 
be able to talk to an advisor 
if they needed to. 

Chris Westwood, cus¬ 
tomer services manager at 
Shropshire Council, said 
after carrying out a consul¬ 
tation with library users it 
was clear that the main con¬ 
cern was that of privacy. 

Mr Westwood shared his 
plans for the remodelling of 
the Hub at a meeting of 
Oswestry Town Council on 
Monday night. 

He said he plans to intro¬ 
duce small “pods” for people 
to use to discuss personal or 
private issues which he 
hopes will made the area 
less intimidating for people 
walking through to the main 
library. 

“We’ve got a system of 
acoustically shielded pods,” 
he said. “We’ve gone for 
something that’s temporary 
rather than something 
that’s built in so that if we 
need to move them or 
redesign them we can. 

“I’ve tried to address crit¬ 
icisms and concerns of pri¬ 
vacy and dignity for the 
library users and the Hub 
users. I want this to work

for the Hub users and for 
the library, but it’s very 
much a learning curve. It 
has been since the Hub 
opened and I’m very open- 
minded about where we go 
with this.” 

Mr Westwood said the 
screens are 1.8m tall and 
cost £5,800 each. 

“You can buy the screens 
with tops like roofs but then 
they’re £5,500 a piece and 
that’s too expensive,” he 
said. “I was told this had to 
be the cheapest possible.” 

Councillors were gener¬ 
ally in favour of the plans. 

However, Councillor Dun¬ 
can Kerr said: “It’s good 
that you recognise the prob¬ 
lems. It’s a shame that you 
didn’t recognise this when 
you were setting up the 
Hub.” Mr Westwood added: 
“I think it’s one of those 
things we have to try.” 

Plans will be shown to 
library staff and put on dis¬ 
play in the library for users 
to view and comment on 
before any changes are 
made.

Campaigners delighted that 
station access work date set 


A TRAIN station will finally be getting disabled access after almost 
10 years of campaigning. 

Work is due to start on the £1.2million improvements to Chirk Station in Jan¬ 
uary and it should be completed by June. 

Christine Ashford, from the Friends of Chirk Station group, said she was delighted as 
the group has been pushing for better access to the station since 2004. 

“We have constantly lobbied, as a Friends Group, for disabled access at our station,” 
she said. “We are delighted that finally this project will be started and our station will 

truly be accessible to all.” 

In 2011 Chirk Station was granted 
almost £800,000 from the Department of 
Transport, which was be topped up to 
£1.2million by the Welsh Assembly. 

But the money was awarded on the con¬ 
dition that the work must be completed by 
March 31, 2014. 

Plans have now been finalised for a new 
ramped footbridge to link the north and 
southbound platforms. 

Mrs Ashford said the improvements 
would be welcomed. 

“The south to north platform has a very 
steep staircase and is a major problem for 
people with disabilities,” she said. 

“The stairs are as much of a problem to 
older people with infirmities or indeed par¬ 
ents or grandparents who have to try to 
negotiate the steps with babies and chil¬ 
dren in buggies. 

“Mums with buggies will be delighted 
along with all others who find the 24 steep 
steps leading from platform 1 to the road 
too difficult to negotiate. 

“We responded to the Assembly’s 
enquiry for accessibility of railway stations 
in Wales with our own report in 2011 and 
since that time have kept up the pressure. 
Now, at long last, it’s about to happen. 

“As next year Friends of Chirk Station 
will be 10 years old, I can’t think of a better 
way of celebrating what has been a really 
successful and happy project at our sta¬ 
tion.”

1950s or early 1960s. 

But it is claimed that in the years after 
the president’s tragic death, a yet deeper 
connection was forged - which could poten¬ 
tially have resulted in the widowed Jackie 
Kennedy, one of the most glamorous women 
of her era, moving to the Shropshire town. 

Some older folk in Oswestry area have 
memories of the Kennedys coming to 
Oswestry, although the detail is vague and 
the exact date unknown. 

David Ormsby-Gore, the Oswestry MP - 


he later became Lord Harlech - was a friend 
of Jack Kennedy and in 1961 stepped down 
as MP when he became Ambassador to the 
United States, where he was a regular guest 
at the White House. He was devastated 
when his friend the president was gunned 
down. 

He and his wife Sylvia remained friends 
with widowed Jackie but in May 1967 Lord 
Harlech was hit by tragedy when Lady 
Harlech was killed in a car crash in Wales. 

Now before going further, it must be 
borne in mind that the media of the day was 
fascinated with Jackie Kennedy and it was 
inevitable that she should be surrounded by 
gossip and speculation. But the press in 


1967 observed that the couple, who had 
both been through tragedy, were spending 
time in each other’s company. 

The media interest became more intense 
when Jackie Kennedy visited Cambodia. 

J.W. Cohn cabled to the Fairchild News 
Service: “Those close to the Kennedy party 
indicate that, of all her travelling compan¬ 
ions, she appears to be most ‘sympathique’ 
with Lord Harlech. When reporters and 
photographers are not around, she is fre¬ 
quently in his company and they appear to 
have many mutual interests.” 

The pros and cons of a marriage were dis¬ 
cussed in the press. 

Whatever the truth is of the nature of 
their friendship, they did not marry, and the 
story which has been reported since in some 


newspapers is that Jackie accepted Lord 
Harlech’s offer of marriage during that visit 
to Cambodia, but then changed her mind, 
and famously married instead Greek ship¬ 
ping magnate Aristotle Onassis. 

After Jackie’s death in 1994 a “Harlech 
relative” was quoted as saying: “Everyone 
in the family knew how much in love they 
were... She said, ‘I truly loved him. My stu¬ 
pid mistake, my ruined pride, has haunted 
me for 20 years. If only I had said yes.’ ” 

This however contrasts with Lord 
Harlech’s entry in Wikipedia, which says: 
“After President Kennedy’s assassination 
there were rumours of a romance between 
Ormsby-Gore and Jacqueline Kennedy. 
These were not likely to have been believed 
by the family.”

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Orchard 
aims to 
help boost 
wildlife 

A NEW orchard has been 
planted in Llanfyllin in a bid 
to help wildlife thrive. 

Llanfyllin Town Council 
and the town’s primary 
school have teamed up with 
Powys County Council to 
plant the orchard on an 
open space beside the River 
Cain in the town centre. 

As well as growing apples, 
cherries, pears and 
damsons, it is hoped the 
orchard will encourage 
wildlife. 

Councillor Rosemarie 
Harris, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member respon¬ 
sible for countryside 
services, said orchards were 
once a common feature in 
Powys towns and country¬ 
sides, but have been disap¬ 
pearing over recent years. 

She said pupils have been 
studying their environment 
at school and, thanks to 
funding from Powys County 
Council, Natural Resources 
Wales and Llanfyllin Town 
Council, have given them a 
chance to make a difference. 

She said: “The trees have 
been specifically chosen for 
hardiness and good eatabil- 
ity. Planting these trees in 
our local open spaces where 
they can be enjoyed and ben¬ 
efit biodiversity has to be a 
good thing.” 

Huw Ellis, headteacher of 
Llanfyllin Primary School, 
added: “Planting the 

orchard is a great way for 
our children to learn all 
about their environment. ” 


Light and bright can be most 
inspiring during December 


FOR me, as an artist and naturalist, 
December can perhaps be summed 
up in one rather surprising word - 
light. 

Even given the dark mornings and early 
evenings, the light of a crisp winter morn can 
be some of the most inspiring, whether you 
chose to capture it on canvas or not. 

But there are also some unexpectedly bright 
colours to emerge this month, both amongst the 
flora and fauna of Shropshire. Amid the plants, 
red seems to be a very popular, not to mention 
apt colour, this month. Without the spectacular 
dawn or afternoon light Spindle trees, with 
their gaudy pinky-red and orange fruits, still 
stand out starkly against an otherwise beige 
and dull landscape. 

Joining the Spindle and Holly reds are also 
the more overlooked Scarlet Pimpernel. This is 
an attractive little plant for many reasons. 
Chiefly of course because of its name sake, that 
showy yet delicate scarlet flower. 

Winter 

But rather agreeably, the Scarlet Pimpernel 
will only perceptibly distinguish itself from the 
other low lying plants when that elusive winter 
sun shines upon it. Thus you can merrily only 
enjoy this flower on a day where you yourself 
are enjoying the same elements it is. 

Moving on to the animals that eek out a living 
at this difficult time of the year with a vibrant 
flourish and we find ourselves drawn to the 
water’s edge. The electric blue of the kingfisher 
may or may not have departed your particular 
stomping ground of river or brook but nonethe¬ 
less there are many birds that are specifically 
seeking out such places during the winter 
months. 

Sticking with ‘name-sakes’, the Teal is a 
beautiful duck that, like the kingfisher, in real¬ 
ity should perhaps not be known for its beauti¬ 
ful colour. The ‘teal’ hues are actually just

iridescence and are therefore a trick of the light. 
Teal and other ducks such as the rather ubiqui¬ 
tous mallards utilise special patches of specu¬ 
lum feathers. These feathers are quite curious. 
The colour of speculum (Latin for mirror) feath¬ 
ers differs from one species to another, and the 
function seems a bit obscure. 

Many of the other colourful feathers found on 
male ducks seem to have evolved in response to 
the sexual preferences of females. But, breeding 
preference is unlikely to have influenced specu¬ 
lum feathers, for they appear essentially the 
same on each sex. 

Furthermore, the speculum feathers are not 
particularly visible unless the duck is flying and 
then they are most easily seen from behind. It 
is therefore proposed as likely that the function 
is primarily that of a signal among flying mem¬ 
bers of a species so as to maintain the cohesion 
of a flock. Whatever will they think of next?! 

However as I stared this column, the real 
reward for anyone interested in the rhymes and 
rhythms of the natural world may well find, lie 
me, that the true beauty of December lies sim¬ 
ply in the unique winter light that graces the 
landscapes around us for much of the day. 

No matter whether it is bouncing off spin¬ 
dles, pimpernels, kingfishers, ducks or simply 
rocks, earth and tussocky grass, it’s worth brav¬ 
ing the cold.

Council is 
asked to 
reconsider 
extra costs 

CHIRK and the Ceiriog Val¬ 
ley are taking on extra costs 
from the unitary authority 
that urban areas seem to be 
ducking out of, councillors 
have said. 

Town councillors in Chirk 
have agreed to take over the 
cost of running the play 
areas in the town and also 
the lighting after they were 
told that Wrexham Council 
Borough Council was having 
to make £35 million in cuts. 

There were also fears the 
unitary authority would 
stop paying for public toilets 
across the borough, with 
community councils being 
ask to foot the bill. 

Now councillors have dis¬ 
covered that not all commu¬ 
nity councils have agreed to 
stump up for the services. 

At a meeting earlier this 
year Chirk Town Council 
general purposes committee 
agreed in principle to take 
over costs of the lighting and 
maintaining the play¬ 
grounds in the border town. 

It will mean an extra 
£9.50 in council tax for 
Chirk householders. 

Speaking at Chirk Town 
Council’s meeting, Council¬ 
lor John Vant said it had 
become apparent not all 
community councils were 
being asked to take over the 
jobs. “We should look again 
at our agreement in princi¬ 
ple,” he said. 

“We accepted this on the 
basis of fairness but this is 
not fair.”

Sales in Europe grew significantly in Novem¬ 
ber, boosted by positive developments in sev¬ 
eral markets such as Italy and Spain where 
Volvo Cars performed better than the market. 

The third best performer was the V60 and if 
you are looking for a versatile estate the D2 
Business could be right up your street with the 
same model and chassis options as the saloon. 
The difference is that it’s huge. 

This Scandinavian beauty is packaged well - 
in fact it’s really a wagon with a coupe-like 
appearance that will appeal to the large family 
user or the businessman looking for space. 




Outstanding 

The rear seats can be folded down in three 
40/20/40 segments to reveal 430 litres of load 
space. One of the outstanding features sees 
integrated booster cushions for children which 
pop up from the seat base giving a safe ride 
height for children from three years and 
upwards. 

Inside the cabin there really is an air of quality 
about the V60. All the controls are easy to find 
and operate and the high driving position 
ensures good driver and passenger visibility. 

Once on the road the ride is firm but I contin¬ 
ually found myself struggling to get to grips with 
the steering, often having to re-adjust while cor-

nering. And I don’t think that was down to the 
driver. 

Volvo has always had a reputation for pro¬ 
ducing safe cars and the V60 is no exception 
with six airbags and stability control as stan¬ 
dard, along with Volvo’s City Safe system, 
which detects objects in front of the car prevent¬ 
ing low-speed impacts. 

An optional Driver Support Pack includes a 
Pedestrian Detection System, which can also 
recognise a person in the road, adaptive cruise 
control, lane-departure warning and blind-spot 
information. 


Little wonder then that the car achieved a 
five-star crash rating from Euro NCAP 
The V60 comes in Business Edition, SE, SE 
Lux, R-Design and R-Design Lux trims. 

Alloy wheels, cruise control and climate con¬ 
trol are standard on all, with SE adding smarter 
trim, Bluetooth and an uprated stereo. SE Lux 
adds leather, electric seats and active head¬ 
lights. R-Design trims add stiffer suspension. 

The test car came with Start/Stop as standard

She said: “It was such a massive surprise I had no idea I 
was even nominated for the award. I’d been having inter¬ 
views and photo shoots for Sport Wales without knowing it 
was all for the awards night. 

“I couldn’t be happier. Going to the World Youth Cham¬ 
pionships was the highlight of the year because it was my 
first GB vest and hopefully there are more to come.” 

Nicoll follows in the footsteps of the likes of Real Madrid 
superstar Gareth Bale, who won the Young Sportsman of 
the Year award in 2006. 

She added: “With the likes of Gareth Bale having won 
this award before it really inspires me to think I can go 
much further if I really want it. 

“I want to follow in the footsteps of my training partner 
Brett Morse, he went to Olympics at such a young age.” 

Keith now combines caring for his wife and looking after 
their small holding with his responsibility as the RYA 
(Royal Yachting Association) Sailability Coordinator for 
Wales, a role which sees him helping other sailing clubs 
across the country to increase the opportunities that they 
are able to offer for disabled people.
